Washington, Aug. ll (A P )—The United 
States agreed today to accept the Japanese 
surrender offer provided the supreme com­ 
manders of the Allied powers rule Japan 
through the authority of the emperor. 
In a reply to Japan th r o u g h the Swiss 
government, Secretary of State Byrnes said 
the United States would accept the surrender 
proposal, if the emperor is made subject to the 
supreme commanders’ orders. 
This represented the viewpoints of the 
Ignited States, the United Kingdom, the Union 
of the Soviet Socialists Republics and China, 
Byrnes said in his message delivered through 
the Swiss embassy here at 10:30 a. rn., Eastern 
War Time. 
Five Conditions Imposed 
Byrne* laid out the following five conditions in his mes­ 
sage to the Japanese: 
“From the moment of the surrender the authority of the 
emperor and the Japanese government to rule the state shall 
be subject to the supreme commander of the Allied powers 
who will take such steps as he deems proper to effectuate the 
surrender terms. 
“The emperor will tai required to authorize and secure the 
signature of the government of Japan and the Japanese im­ 
perial general headquarters of the surrender terms necessary

Heed Mixtures For All Dtwus 
Rarely are the soils on two ad­ 
joining farm s alike 
in fact, it is 
difficult to find soil* from two acres 
of the same farm or even in the 
same field sim ilar in texture, fer­ 
tility and productive capacity. Thus, 
it is safe to say that out of several 
million lawns in the United State*, 
both large and small, no two are 
alike in soil composition and gen­ 
eral conditions And what is more 
im portant, various parts of no single 
lawn area are seldom alike. Herein 
is the obvious reason why one lawn 
seed mixture will not servp on all 
lawns and under all the vast array 
of soil and climatic conditions and 
environment^. Therefore, in choos­ 
ing a seed m ixture, adjusting Hie 
species of grasses to Hie soil and site 
is second in im portance only to 
preparation of soil for a new lawn 
or in repairing an old one. 
Throughout most of the northern 
half of the United States Kentucky 
bluegrass forms a satisfactory foun­ 
dation species for lawn seed mix­ 
tures In most cases, if the soil is 
safely alkaline, bluegrass will serve 
alone, forming a durable und thriv­ 
ing. turf. However, growers should 
b** certain the soil Ls alkaline and 
perhaps they should Include some 
cleaned red!op seed with the blue­ 
grass to function as a sort of "nurse’’ 
grass.

O ik* of the better m ix­ 
tures for general lawn use fs com­ 
posed of IO parts Kentucky blue­ 
grass tall measures by weight), five 
parts Chewing,* Fescue, two parts 
cleaned redtop, one part colonial 
bent, and one part white clover 
Grass Fur Shade 
lf the soil Ls sandy in texture and 
tends to dry out rapidly because of 
its sandy formation, use a mixture 
of three parts Kentucky bluegrass. 
lour parts cleaned 
redtop, seven 
parts red fescue, two parts Rhode 
Island bent, three parts rye grass. 
and one part white clover. 
In cases where spring seeding is 
necessary, more Italian rye grass 
should be added to the mixture But 
of course, em phasis is here placed 
on the im portance of sowing lawn 


grass seed in September, not in the

Order Seed Fatly 
Well, to begin with, It Ls futile to 
expert a species of grass or a mix­ 
ture of fqiecie.s which thrives in full 
sunshine to succeed in Ute shade. 
N ature’s pin ii ta ire rarely sn con­ 
stituted. One of the best grasses for 
dense shade Ls Poa trivlalLs, It may 
be mixed with some Kentucky blue­ 
grass and redtop for shaded areas 
or sown alone. Beneath trees, when* 
competition from roots as well as 
Hie detrim ents of shade causes grass 
to fall. it is wise to use a m ixture 
of Pea trlvlalls and fescue, either 
European red or Chewing* fescue 
The common rate of lawn seeding 
of most mixtures Is around four 
pounds to 1.000 square feet of space. 
Growing lawn grass on banks and 
steep terraces will be discussed in a 
later article Due to probable short­ 
ages of certain species of seed, lawn 
builders and repairers may find it 
advisable to order needed seed sup­ 
plies at least a few weeks before 
September seeding time
